The St. Louis police have been searching 
the city for several days for Bernardo 
Foglia, the young Italian ice cream maker, 
who fied from. New York on Nov. 22, leav- 
ing his pretty wife lying dead in their 
apartments with a bullet in her brain. The 
only clew to the whereabouts of the sup- 
posed murderer was a. letter he wrote and 
mailed in this city to the New York World, 
in which it was claimed that she killed 
was dramatically described and all the inci- 
dents leading up to it were carefully and 
consecutively recited. 

This letter was printed in New York last 
Wednesday and reproduced in the Post-. 
Dispatch on thé same day. It caused a 
sensation among the New York police, who 
are convinced that Foglia murdered his 


wife, and who had been searching for him 
in every direction from the hour the tragedy 
was discovered. As soon as the letter was 
published the St. Louis police received tele- 
grams from Inspector McLaughlin to spare 
neither pains or expense in trying to locate 
the writer of the letter, and to arrest and 
hold him a prisoner in the event of his be- 
ing found. Up to midnight last night the 
police had been unable to find the slightest 
trace of him. At that hour the Post-Dis- 
patch prescnted to Chief of Detectives Des- 
m the full details of the movements of 
Foßhh in this city and in a half hour the 
ete nee se, Bad been corroborated and was.

. LOCATED HERE. 
Post-Dispatch reporters had been making 
a systematic search of the city since last 


Wednesday. The difficulty of locating a man 

who is a stranger in a large city and who 
is hiding from the police can readily be 
understood, especially if the man be an 
Italian, for there are so many of the race 
who can neither speak or understand - 
lish, and there is an even greater obstacle 
in the fact that Italians are so clannish 
that they invariably resort to every ex- 
pedient to batfle the pursuers of one of their 
countrymen who is in trouble. The search 
made by the Post-Dispatch led through the 
Italian quarters and in every part of the 
city and ended last night in discovering 
that Foglia selected for his hiding’ place a 
2 that is in the heart of the city 
and only one block from the Postofäce. 

In an old-fashioned three-story brick 
building, at 923 Locust street, there is a sa- 
loon on the first floor and furnished lodgings 
Above, conducted by Antonio Pferi, It is a 
popular resort for Italian cooks and pastry- 
makers, and it was in this place that Ber- 
nardo Foglia wrote that dramatic descrip- 
tion of his wife’s tragic death. The story 
of how he came there and what he did was 
obtained from Charles Strapero, the bar- 
5 as follows: 

“A week ago last Monday morning.“ said 
Strapero, a young Italian of good address 
came in and asked if he could get a fur- 
nished room. He said he was an ice cream 
maker and had come here from New York 
to look for work. I told him all the rooms 
were occupied, but that 1 would ask Mr. 
Pieri to permit him to share my room. Mr. 
Pieri consented, and the stranger paid a 
week’s board in advance. He had no bag- 
gage, but went to a store and bought some 
clean clothing. That afternoon read in 
an Italiah paper an account of the sup 
murder of the Foglia woman and noticed 
that the description of her husband, who 
was also an ‘ice cream maker, tallied exactly 
with the young man who was to share m 
room, That night when we went te bed 
asked my roommate if his name was Ber- 
nardo Foglia. He admitted that it was.

“After awhile he told me the story of 
her death, in about the same way he de- 
scribed it in The World letter, together with 
some particulars that I should think im- 
portant. One thing he told me that did 
not appear in the newspaper was about his 
wife’s father. He said that soon after com- 
ing to this country, some five years ago, he 
fell in with Ottoni Bottone, whom he had 
known as a boy in Italy, and went to live 
with his family. Bottone had a daughter, 
Primativa, and he Foglia to make 
her his wife. Foglia had already fallen in 
love with the girl and they got married, 
continuing for some time to live with her 

arents. ne day Foglia discovered some-

There was no provocation. for the shoot- 
ing.

Sixteen dollars was stolen from Har- 
ris and considerable amounts from his com- 
panions. 

At hier the murderers leaped from the 
train, t it was not until the train arrived 
in this city that the tragedy was discov- 
ered. There is great excitement here, and 
if the fugitives should be overtaken they 
would probably be lynched. 

The ghastly find of the dead and wounded 
men was made by Brant Werzberg while 
looking for tramps who had been on the 
train.

PENSIONS TO WIDOWS 


Will Hereafter Ze Denied to Those Who 
Can Live Well Without Them. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 8—The Pen- 
sion Bureau will hereafter refuse pensions 
to widows whose income from other 
sources, added to the proceeds of reasona-’ 
ble effort on their part, affords them com- 
fortable support. This policy is provided 
for.in the ruling of Assistant Secretary 
Reynolds, based on the June 27, 1890, act. 
In his decision the Assistant Secretary 
says: 

‘It was evidently the intention of Con- 
gress to supplement the widow’s means of 
support from her own labor and all other 
sources by the pension only when such 
means were insufficient for her comfortable 
support. Under ordinary circumstances, 
without intending to lay down an arbi- 
trary or inflexible rule, when a widow is 
shown to have an income considerably in 
excess of the pension provided by the 
third section of the act from sources inde- 
pendent of her daily labor, she does not 
occupy a pensionable status thereunder.”

JOHN BURNS AT CHICAGO, 


What He Saye About Labor and Politics 
in England. 


CHI COA, Ill., Dec. 8.—John Burns, M. P., 
the London labor leader, who left for Denver 
last night, spent the afternoon aad evening 
in driving about Chicago and visiting various 
points of interest about the city, Of political 
action by trade unlons in England he said: 

Our trade unions and trade union coun- 
cils are non - political, speaking in the Amer- 
ican sense. I represent 1,500,000 bonafide 
workingmen. My own union has 75,000 mem - 
bers. There .is an element, outside the 
unions that have political views and are 
partisans, but not sostrong as here. The 
Congress votes fora certain thiag that, it is 
believed, will result in the most good. It 
hashever been and never will be an auto- 
maton for peliticians to play with. There is 
an Independent party and I delleve in sucha 
party, but it must bea party based on judg- 
ment and free from narrowness. Person- 
ally, I stood the last time as a Social Demo- 
crat. We believe in electing a man inde- 
pendently when such a thing can be done, 
and when this cannot be done we support 
the best mun. I have not identified myseif 
with either party in Parliament. sometimes 
I support the Government and at other 
times the opposition, depending entirely 
upon which side I believe to be right. I de- 
lieve that I have voted about 400 times for 
the Government and about sixty times 
against .“

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STREET CAB FENDERS. 


So many people have been killed by 
trolley ‘cars and the newspapers have 
made so much fuss about it that it is 
reasonable te suppose there would be 
some diminution of such fatalities by 
this time, if they could be diminished by 
merely greater caution on the part of 
motormen and city pedestrians. But the 
killing goes on at the same old pace 
when all concerned are well warned of 
the danger and doing their best in the 
old way to avoid such accidents. This 
demonstrates the need of a life-saving 
device in the form of a fender attached 
to the front of every electric train. 

Nobody doubts that American invent- 
ive genius is equal to the task of provid- 
ing motor-car fenders that will keep 
people struck by cars in motion 
from being crushed to death un- 
der the wheels. Several devices of the 
kind have been tried with good results, 
leaving only the doubts that always at- 
tach to prearranged experiments. But 
the Baltimore City & Suburban Line has 
a fender which a few days ago unques- 
tionably saved the life of a man who 
was accidentally struck by a rapid tran- 
sit car and would have been killed but 
for the fender. 

This fender is described as simple, 
inexpensive, not cumbrous and no imped- 
iment to anything but the killing of 
pedestrians. If street car managers can 
be induced to make the proper effort, 
they can soon have their motor cars 
supplied with appliances that will re- 
duce the number of their weekly killings 
at least one-half, if not stop them alto- 
gether. Their indifference on this sub- 
ject eannot continue much longer with- 
out costing their companies large sums 
in the way of damage suits.

Weizhing Ceal. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I think the only solution of the matter of 
weighing of coal is to the establishing by 
the city of a sufficient number of city 
scales available to the different coal yards 
so that coal could be readily weighed on 


city scales. At present there are only five 
city scales, and in order to weigh on them 
it would be 8 to send a team at 
least two or three miles out of its course 
to weigh upon a city scale. The objection 
seems to be to this move, that even the 
scales which the city now has do not 
pay the/salary of the weigher, but if they 
should revoke the license to at least part 
of the private scales now used and place 
sufficient number of city scales convenient 
to coal yards, grain elevators, etc., then 
make the cost of weighing a nominal sum 
the reyenue would probably be so increased 
n the scales without much cost 
„ ine! er A the salary of the 
weigher. Even if it should be an expense 
to the city the city should protect its citi- 
zens and dealers as well in weights as by 
police or any other protection. 

A committee of coal men have had a num- 
ber of — and an ordinance has been 
partially prenered, and it is hoped by the 
assistance of the City Counselor and others 
to get the same passe? fore long, as it is 
the earnest desire of quite a number of 
coal dealers to have an ordinance of this 
kind , 80 that the responsibility of 
weighing of coal and coke will be with the 
city and not with the dealers.

An Ordisarce Restricting Their Cen.

OLEOMARGARINE FRAUDS. 


The Internal Revenue Officers Keeping 
the Matter Quiet. 


The officers of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment are keeping very close whatever 
information they have on the subject of 
the suspected oleomargarine frauds, which 
have created a stir among Uncle Sam's 


tax-gatherers. The publication in Friday 
evening’s Post-Dispatch of the fact that 
the deputy collectors are makins a rigid in- 
quiry for the cause of the remarkable de- 
crease in the number of retail oleomar- 
garine dealers, and the statement that one 
retail grocer had confessed that he was 
selling the article without having paid the 
Government tax, was the subject of much 
comment. When the investigation became 
a matter of public knowledge, the author- 
ities admitted that Revenue Agent A. 
Cromwell had discovered one grocer who 
was cheating the Government. This man 
willingly paid the tax of $48 for the year, 
and a penalty of $24, but he is yet Hable to 
be prosecuted. The most serious phase of 
the alleged frauds is the belief that whole- 
sale dealers in oleo have billed wholesale 
quantities of the article to consumers,, but 
have shipped it to retail dealers, who 
evaded the tax. Chief Deputy Collector 
Cleveland, speaking of the case, said: It 
is all a matter of suspicion as yet and 
therefore I think the announcement in the 
papers that an investigation as being 
made was ill-advised. When the proper 
time comes the public will be given full 
information.’’

4 On Nov. 5, 1893, she wrote warning Weyl 
that if he did not cease his “persecution 

he would force his own expesure and conse- 
quent destruction. He seems to have de- 
sired to place a mortgage on her furniture. 

Nov. 28, 1893, she wrote to Weyl about the 
publicity that had been given their domes- 
tic infelicity. wee ere any intention 
of traducing Mrs. Rehrman. 

In a letter dated Jan. 18 she requested the 
return of her “two notes, one for $1,200 and 
one for $800, that you have held since Sep- 
tember, 1882,“ saying she would have no 
acknowledgement of his debt in case of 


death. 
WANTED THE CHECK. 

On Jan. 17 she wrote asking why the usual 
check had not come, adding: 

“Do you realize what you do when you 
leave me ten days without a dollar and 
then send me only a part of a small sum 
at best. * * * Under the present pecu- 
liar—yes, very peculiar—circumstances I 
should think you’d be glad to deal more 
fairly with your wife. Think of this side 
of it and try to be just if not generous.”’ 

John L. Beecher, manager of the Weyl 
bakery, and George F. Dollus, manager of 
the Budweiser establishment, denied that 
anything improper had taken place, as far 
as they had observed, between Weyl and 
Mrs. Rehrman. Dollus had not seen Weyl 
at the Budweiser during the last year or 


wo. | 

Miss Allie Granel, sister of Mrs. Rehrman, 
had never seen anything improper between 
Mrs. Rehrman and eyl. She had slept 
every night with her sister since Rehrman 
left. Weyl never staid at the Rehrman 
house after 10:30 p. m. She had seen spies 
watching them. A sharp passage occurred 
between Judge Dillon and Attorney Howe. 
Miss Granel said Rehrman left home in 
October, 1893 
‘Was it not February? asked Mr. Howe. 
Ves; February. He left twice.“ 

“Let the witness testify for herself,” 
said Jude Dillon. Do not tell her what 
to say. 

Wm. Granel, night clerk at the Lindell 
Hotel. had also seen spies watchin his sis- 
ter's home. 

MRS. REHRMAN’S DENIAL. 
Mrs. Emma Rehrman was introduced by 
the defense. She is a dark, heavy set, fairly 
good-looking woman. She denied being at 
the cafe alone with Weyl when the doors 
were locked. Weyl always treated her with 
respect, and there was never anything 
wrong in their relations. She had seen Mrs. 
Weyl watching her with opera glasses and 
had seen other people following her and 
her sister. 

WEYL ON THE STAND. 
Augustus Weyl, the defendant, testified 
that when he married in 1884 he was worth 
$150,000, being Vice President and General 
Manager of the Dozier-Weyl Cracker Co. 
He sold his stock in that company in 1888. 
for $70,000, and went to Philadelphia, where 
he lost ,000 and purchesed a residence 
for $8,000. On his return in April, 1892, he 
had $1,790 in cash and the Philadelphia 
house. He borrowed capital with which to 
begin business, depending on the Philadel- 
phia property as security. He grew angry 
when Mrs. Weyl refused her consent. 
During the first few months here his 
household expenses averaged a month. 
He had to reduce them and offered Mrs. 
Wey! $% a month and asked her to move to 
A six-room house. She refused-and he left. 
She has persistently refused to live with 
him, demanding $108 a month, the amount 
she was earning as a school teacher. 

The court took a recess until 2 p. .m. 

FRIDAY’S TESTIMONY. 

The defense having set up the theory 
that Mrs. Weyl was the one that had re- 
fused to resume her marital relations, she 
began a recital at the Friday afternoon ses- 
sion of the conduct on the part of Weyl 
that forfefted all respect and esteem for 
him in her eyes. She related — conduct 
with their servant, Hetty Adolph, during 
her absence in 1893, and his alleged intimacy 
with Mrs. John Rehrman, the cashier at 
the Weyl restaurant, 415 Washington ave- 
nue. Mrs. Weyl calmly told how she had 
watched W — 4 and the cashier, seeing them 
shut themselves up in the cafe after busi- 
ness hours, remain there for an hour or 
more, visit Cherokee Garden, wine rooms, 
the opera, etc., together or, with Mrs.

The Taylors were asked why they refused 
to make Own-their line of defense. 

“It would ruin us for it to become 
known, said Will-Taylor. 
ably know, we have a great many enemies 
in Linn and Sullivan Counties, and should 
our defense become known they would have 
that much advantage over us. When the 
case comes to trial though we will be able 
to show that we are innocent of the crime. 
The people who are accusing us are doing 
the talking now. We will do our talking 
when we get on the witness stand.“ 

The prisoner indicated that there would 
be some astonishing and sensational de-

“There is nothing in this talk of the 
Tailors about a defense, as they have 
none,“ said a Linn County official who is 
in the city.
